The U.S. Embassy said the

An embassy spokesman, con- 


firming the travel ban today 
after news of it leaked out, said 
U.S. Charge d'Affaires Walter 
Stoessel had lodged protests 


fcwith the Soviets and denied the 


Americans were engaged in any 
misconduct or spying.

ets rejected Stoessel's request to 
lift the travel ban, which does

Munich, Germany, 
spend 


much of their time sitting cross- 
legged on the floor, talking with 
Hindus and learning about the 
Hindu religion and way of life. 


Father Lederel is writing part 


of his thesis for his doctorate 
at Poona University. 


The Christian church has been 


in India for nearly 2,000 years, 
since the days of St. Thomas 
the 
Apostle, 
the 
"doubting 


Thomas" of the gospels. Yet the 
progress 
of Christianity 
has 


been very slow here. Christians 
make up about 23A per cent of 
India's 450 million population. 


Because of this, the church 


has decided to use different 
ways to get across its meseage. 
Priests living with, and like, 
Hindus is one of these.

Pesticides 
Not Harmful 
Official Says 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


chemical company official de- 
fended today the agricultural 
use of three pesticides, held by 
some to be harmful to fish and 
wildlife. 


Donald E. Ullrich, of the Shell 


Chemical Co., New York, said 
there is no evidence that runoff 
from normal agricultural uses 
of the insecticides caused a 
huge fish kill in the lower Mis- 
sissippi River. 


Ullrich, in testimony prepared 


for a hearing by ihe Department 
of Agriculture, said the chemi- 
cals — alclrin, endrin and diel- 
dren—are not dangerous if used 
according to department recom- 
mendations and label directions. 


He said his company is mak- 


ing laboratory studies of fish 
from the Mississippi River in a 
further investigation of what, if 
any, 
effects came from endrin. 


The department is conducting 


hearings to gather information 
relating to the uses of the pesti- 
cides and the cause of the fish 
kill. The department says the 
information is needed to deter- 
mine whether it should cancel 
or modify registration of the 
pesticides. 


A Senate subcommittee head- 


ed by Sen. Abraham A. Ribicoff, 
D-Conn., also is holding hear- 
ings on the fish kill. Ribicoff has 
accused agriculture officials of 
dragging their heels.

Don't Follow 
on Rights Bill, 
Senator Urges 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Jack Miller, R-Iowa, told the 
Senate today it must not let 
itself be "pushed or panicked" 
into accepting the House-passed 
civil rights bill. 


Urging restraint and reason- 


ableness, Miller deplored talk 
that bloodshed and violence can 
be expected unless a bill is 
passed. He challenged also de- 
mands that the House measure 
he passed without changing a 
comma or a semicolon. 


As the Senate went into the 


27th day of debate on the civil 
rights issue, Miller emphasized 
he was not' saying that "we 
should compromise the prin- 
ciples of the bill." 


But he urged supporters of 


the measure to be willing to ac 
cept some changes to get a 
meaningful and reasonable bill. 


Miller said it would not help 


either side "to throw out the 
idea of bloodshed, force and 
violence" and he hoped there 
would be "no more statements 
of that kind on the floor of the 
Senate." 


This prompted Sen. Wayne 


Morse, D-Ore., to reiterate that 
'unless we give full constitu- 
tional rights to Negroes, we 
cannot stop the issue from go- 
ing to the streets of America." 


Morse said he gathered that 


Miller thought such talk was 
undesirable but added "I hap- 
pen to believe it is an undeni- 
able fact"—one that Congress 
and the people must face. 


Miller's talk of a need for 


compromise came after some 
Republican supporters of the 
bill refused to back changes in 
a section against job discrim- 
ination, as proposed by GOP 
Leader Everett M. Dirksen of 
Illinois.

Comes to End

NORFOLK, Va. (AP) - The 


old soldier was home today, his 
last long journey at an end. 


General of the Army Douglas 


MacArthur lay in repose in a 
Flag-draped coffin on a cata- 
falque over the crypt containing 
his tomb into which he will be 
lowered Saturday. 


And this old Navy town turned 


out by the thousands to pay 
final respects to the warrior 
most knew only by his glory and 
the symbols of his fame—the 
crushed campaign hat and the 
corncob pipe. 


He will lie in state as the long 


lines pass through the pillared 
MacArthur Memorial until the 
Episcopal funeral services at 
the pink and black crypt. 


The reason MacArthur chose 


to be buried in the memorial 
named for him is that his moth- 
er was born, raised and married 
in this seaport. The general. 
who .always called himself a 
"spiritual son of Virginia," 
tually was born in Little Rock, 
Ark., where his father, Lt. Gen. 
Arthur MacArthur, was sta- 
tioned at the time.

Feeling one child is a con- 


stant source of annoynace, nev- 
er quite meeting their rigid 
standards, they crystallize their 
irritation by applying the dis- 
paraging term "black sheep." 


The family that uses this name 


often compounds its ignorance 
by implying that this blackness 
is inherited. It is a thinly 
transparent way of defending 
themselves with the excuse that 
they 
"couldn't 
do anything 


about it." 


The real reason that children 


fail to fil inio the family pat- 
tern and expectations, points out 
Dr. Allen Fromme in "The Par- 
ents' Handbook," is that they 
have been rejected, and feel so 
deeply inadequate and discour- 
aged that any effort seems use- 
less . 


How do parents reject their 


children? They assume one of 
two attitudes: they pay no at- 
tention to the child when he 
needs it, or they monirot ev- 
erything that he does closely 
and demandingly. 


Another unthinking action on 


the part of parents almost in- 
variably shakes his sense of per- 
sonal worth. This is the impli- 
cation that he doesn't compare 
favorably with his brothers or 
sisters. When we play favorites

dencies might be how long you 
look at the restaurant menu. If 
it takes a long time to make a 
choice, because just about ev- 
erything on the menu looks good 
to you, then you score well in 
this little aspect of mental 
health. But if you decided right 
away because you order the 
same thing everytime, or if you 
finger over the decision because 
nothing looks good to you, this 
might be an indication of neu- 
rotic tendencies.
